Eighty-two per cent, of the Burley 
tobacco crop, and 81 per cent, of 
the dark tobacco was cut and housed 
by October 1st. As compared with 
the yield of last year the Burley is 
87 per cent., while the dark is 81 
per cent.

Numerous Cases Attributable to Child- 
ess Marriages— Rats High Among 
Germanic Nations — Means of 
Self-Destructlon. 



Among l.nno.000 
asses, it has been found that 206 
married men with children destroyed 
their lives; 470 marrlsd men wlthosU 
children: 526 widowers with, and 1.004 
widowers without, children. 

With respect to the women, 45 mar- 
ried women with, and 158 without, 
children committed suicide, while 104 
»ws with, and 238 without off- 
spring, completed the list. 

On the face of things It would ap- 
pear that in childless marriages the 
ber of men suicides Is doubled 
and In women trebled. Leaving the 
case of actual Insane persons out of 
count, it would also appear that In 
males suicide Is more frequent than 
in females 

Equally interesting Is that phase of 
th» subject which deals with the 
causes. One table dealing with 6,782 
cases shows one-seventh caused by 
misery, one twenty-first part by loss 
of fortune, one forty-third by gamb- 
ling, one nineteenth by love affairs, 
one-ninth by domestic troubles, one 
sixty-sixth by fanaticism, and by foil- 
ed ambition and remorse one-seventh 
and one twenty-seventh respectively. 

The geography of suicide Is also of 
high Interest. Westcott says the high- 
est proportion In Europe Is shown by 
the Germanic races, Saxony having 
"tho largest rate of any country." In 
Norway the rate was very large for a 
time, its decrease being attributed to 
the greater restrictions now laid on 
the liquor traffic. 

The Celtic races have a low rate, 
and this is evinced by the figures for 
Ireland and Wales. Mountainous re-

Times and seasons also operati 
parently, to influence the act of self- 
destruction. Roughly speaking, the 
curve line of suicide, calculated 
through the year, rises from January 
to July, and decreases for the second 
half oi the year. The maximum peri- 
ods have been found to fall in May. 
June and July. I believe, indeed, June 
is found to show a marked predomi- 
nance as a suicide month. 

One reason for such preeminence in 
the warm season of the year is set 
down as represented by the onset of 
hot weather affecting the system and 
tending to disturb mental equilibrium 
of the subjects. In 1,993 cases noted 
in Paris the prevailing hours of self 
destruction were from six a. m. to 
noon and from two to threo p. m. 

Perhaps one of the most curious 
phases of this study )s revealed in the 
fact already alluded to— namely, that 
different countries to show prefer- 
ences for different means of commit- 
ting suicide from other lands. The 
most common European method is by 
means of hanging, but in Italy this 
mode of self-destruction is rare. 

Drowning comes next in order, and 
twice as many women as men perish 
in this way each year in Europe. 
Shooting is frequent in Italy and 
Switzerland. Cut throat Is common in 
England and Ireland; it does not seem 
to constitute anywhere else a frequent 
mode of ending life. 

Poisoning is a specially Anglo-Saxon 
method of suicide, we are told; while 
suffocation by the fumes of carbonic 
acid ga3, inhaled in a closed room, is 
very typical of suicide in France

For there was filed in that office on 
December 6th, 1906. the transcript 
of the record in the case of the Pitta- 
burg.

LouiB Railroad Cotipany against the 
American Tobacco Company, 
which was an appeal from the Jeff- 
erson circuit court involving the 
sum of $1125.90 that the American 
Tobacco Company recovered from 
this railraad company in the lower 
court for the loss by fire of a car of 
tobacco that they had consigned to 
Chicago over the lines of the Pitts- 
burg, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. 
Louis Railroad Company, and while 
the car was in the yards of the rail- 
road company in the city of Louis- 
ville, the tobacco the property of the 
American Tobacco Campany was de- 
stroyed in some way by fire. The 
American Tobacco Company, through 
their attorney, Augustus E. Willson, 
nstituted suit in the Jefferson cir- 
:uit, common pleas, second division, 
ind filed his petition for the said 
tobacco company on the 18th day of 
April, 1905, and upon the 4th day of 
June, 1906, he was awarded judg 
ment against the railroad company 
for the amount claimed, $1125.90, 
from which judgment there was 
prosecuted by the railroad company 
an appeal from the Jefferson circuit 
court to the court of appeals where 
Mr. Willson again appears of record 
as attorney for the American To- 
bacco Company, and filed his brief 
for that company (the appellee) 
April 30th, 1907. The judgment of 
the lower court was affirmed by the 
court of appeals on Oct. 10th, 1907 
"We do not mean to deny Mr. 
Willson the right to represent the 
tobacco trust as an attorney, as that 
is his privilege, but it is also the 
privilege of the people of Kentucky 
who are of the opinion that he would 
not make a good, fair and impartial 
governor on account of his employ- 
ment by the tobacco trust to vote 
against him at the ensuing election, 
and if I know anything about the 
temperament of this people, you 
Will most assuredly repudiate this, 
nan who is tied to the body of a liv- 
ing death, and willing to scrape the

St. Louis. Oct. 18.— St, Louis is 
busily preparing for what she ex^ 
pects to be the greatest week in the 
history of the international Aero- 
nautic Federation a week which is 
to open Monday, Oct. 2t, at sunset 
with the race for the James Gordon 
Bennett cup. and the remaining days 
of which will be filled with contests 
between flying machines, balloons 
and aeroplanes of every size and de- 
scription. 

Nine balloons, three Americans, 
three German, two French and one 
English, are announced tostart Mon- 
day at different times, one of the 
German teams leading off. Where 
they will land can only be conjectur- 
ed, Griffith Brewer and the Hon, 
Claude Bradason, composing the 
English team, studied carefully last 
night the map showing therojte ;ak> 
en by other aeronauts who have as- 
cended from St. Louis, and decided 
that the race probably would be off 
toward the northwest, and the pre 
vailing winds are in that direction 
The one going the greatest distance 
will win the cup, won last year ir 
France by Lieut. Lahm. 

On Tuesday, while the internation- 
al balloon competition is still in prog- 
ress, the races for gasless flying ma- 
chines and heavier than air vehicles 
for the Scientific American cup will 
take, place. There are eight entries 
these contests, and the competi- 
tors will be required to traverse a 
triangular course about one mile in 
length. 

The following day dirigible bal- 
loons will be the center of attraction, 
the seven contestants in this class be- 
ired to cover a mile course, 
the shape ofwhich will be announced 
just before the start. Three entries 
n the aeroplane class will be allotted 
the next day. The dates set for the 
contest* are subject to change if the 
weather is unfavorable, and it is 
expected that the entire week will 
be taken up with the antic9 of the 
s rangest and most numerous assort- 
of air crafts ever gathered in 
one place.

Constitutional Amendment 

The last Legislature passed an act 
ubmitting an amendment to sec 
tion 145 of the Kentucky Constitu 
tion relating to suffrage and elections 
disqualifying a class of voters as 
follows, (»ee Acta Kentucky Legisla- 
ture 1906. pp. 303-4 5): 

Persons who have not, at least 
sixty days before the election at 
which they offer to vote, paid in full 
all State, county, municipal, dis- 
trict and school taxes due by them 
for the year previous to the one in 
which they offer to vote." 

Under the provisions of the Con- 
stitution, this amendment will have 
to be ratified by a majtrity of the 
voters of the state, voting thereon, 
before it becomes, in fact, an amend- 
ment to the Constitution. 

Mr. Willson inhisspeech here took 
a position against this very just and 
badly needed amendment. He would 
baVS i • <pie who refuse to paj their 
ju^l proportion of the.laxes controll- 
ing public affairs, even to voting 
bonded debts upon people who do 
pay.
